Amid  the  confusion  of  graduation,  with  the  Prom,  Class  Day,  and  Move-up  - 
Day  passing  so  swiftly,  I  stop  a  minute  to  think  back  over  the  past.  Has  it .really 
been  four  years?  It  doesn't  seem  possible  that  after  four  long  years,  which  have 
seemed  so  short,  we  have  finally  secured  our  goal.  We  are  the  "forty-niners  . 
Was  it  worth  it?  When  we  receive  our  diplomas  we  will  all  realize  how  tar  we 
have  gone   and  how  much  we've  achieved.    . 

In  the  fall  of  1945  we  began  the  journey  which  was  to  bring  us  to  final  glory  and 
the  thing  which  we  sought-gold.  We  were  told  that  "there's  gold  in  them  thar' 
hills  "  and  we  were  going  to  find  it.
